WOVEMBER  UWIFCHM  PRICE  $14.29 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $U.29  for  Wovember  1958  deliveries 
of  Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart,  Indiana,  milk 
order.  The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent  and  will 
be  adjusted  ty  a  differential  of  7  cents  for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 
3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  authorized 
hauling  charge, 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Daily  receipts  of  producer  milk  showed  a  decrease  of  2  percent  from  the  October 
1958  delivery  period.  These  receipts  are  about  33  l/3  percent  over  a  year  ago, 
due  to  the  increased  marketing  area  and  additional  producers  under  the  order. 
Daily  herd  production  was  down  about  13  pounds  per  producer  from  the  October  de¬ 
livery  period.  Statistics  usually  show  Wovember  to  be  the  low  production  month 
of  the  calendar  year.  This  year  it  is  probable  that  Wovember  will  be  the  lox-j 
month  on  a  basis  of  daily  production  per  farm,  as  production  for  December  will  be 
higher. 

aASS  I  SALES 


Class  I  sales  declined  5  percent  on  a  daily  basis  from  October.  There  was  less 
Class  I  milk  sold  to  non-pool  handlers  to  partly  account  for  this  decrease  in 
sales,  but  aside  from  this,  there  seems  to  be  no  specific  reason  for  the 
decrease, 

CLASS  I  PRICE 

The  Class  I  price  for  the  December  delivery  period  will  be  $U.33  per  hundredweight 
for  3.5  percent  Grade  A  milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $1.10  per  htindred- 
weight  to  the  average  price  of  the  12  condenseries  in  Wovember  ($3.05),  and 
adding  the  supply-demand  adjustment  of  18  cents.  The  supply-demand  adjustment 
for  the  January  1959  delivery  period  will  be  a  plus  6  cents.  This  6  cents,  plus 
$1.10,  will  be  added  to  the  December  1958  condensery  pay  price  to  give  the 
January  1959  Class  I  price. 

BASE  COMPUTATIOW 

At  the  completion  of  the  December  delivery  period,  producers  can  compute  their 
base  by  adding  the  total  of  their  deliveries  for  the  months  of  September, 

October,  Wovember  and  December  and  dividing  by  the  number  of  days  of  production.
